In anticipation of tue action of the 
voters

Novem ber elections in segard to se­ 
curing county experim ent farm s to 
supplem ent tue work of the state ex­ 
perim ent farm, the May bulletin of the 
O hio ag ricultural' experiment 
staton 
at Wooster, prints a detailed account 
of the proposed m anagem ent and < p- 
eration of arch a station. 
T h e law regulating the installation 
and conduction of a county 
ex;eri- 
m en t farm requires that such 
farm 
shall be not less than 80 acres in ex- 
tent, which is estim ated to be enough 
to furnish work for at least one man 
and a team during the 
entire 
year. 
On every farm there m ust be from lo 
to ‘-’it acres of land, uniform in qual­ 
ity of soil, and lying sufficiently level 
to permit of plot 
experiments. 
In 
these 
experiments, 
the 
plots 
are 
m ade to contain one-tenth acre each,! 
and at least 30 are required to pro-j 
vide for the experim ents in the rota-* 
Hon of crops and the use 
of fertili­ 
zers. 
In addition to the crop experi­ 
m e n ts it is d e s tn b le 
th at 
orchard! 
experiments should be carried on in 
each county. 
An effort is m ade at all tim* s to] 
plan the work of the county station 
that certain parts of it will coin­ 
cide with the work being done at the

W hether In Corn Field, Meadow or 
Garden, If Food Is Available, Cut­ 
worm» Grow Rapidly During W arm 
W eather of Spring and Become Full 
Size by Early Summer. 


Cutworms it a name applied prop­ 
erly to a gToup of a dozen or more 
species 
of 
larvae 
of 
night-flying 
moths. 
Theae worms or larvae have 
the habit of cutting off various herba­ 
ceous plants at or near the surface of 
the ground during the night and dark 
day« and then retiring to the ground, 
w here they remain quiet while the 
sun shines. 
The adult moth usually 
lays h er eggs in grass lands or in 
w aste field#, where there are plenty 
of weeds. 
Most species place their 
eggs in patches or 
in clusters 
or 
stem s and leave# In the late summer. 
The young larvae that hatch from 
the eggs feed upon roots and stems 
near at hand, and increase in size, so 
th at when frost comes they are a half 
inch or more in length. 
They then 
seek protection among the turf or pre­ 
pare them selves earthen cells beneath 
the surface, where they pass the win­ 
ter in quiescent stage. 
In spring, if 
the field where they are allowed to 
rem ain is in gras#, plenty of food is 
at hand, but if the sod is turned un­ 
der and the ground planted to corn 
or som e other crop, their natural food 
supply is cut off and they are com 
pelled to feed on the cultivated plants 
which are severely injured if the in­ 
sects are abundant.

•r of spring and become full-sized 
larvae by early summer, when they 
enter the ground to change to pupae, 
or the next stage in their develop­ 
ment. 
A fter a month or more la the 
ground, the last stage, or moth, ap­ 
pear# with well developed wings, able 
to fly to some suitable place for the 
location of the eggs. 
The habit of the moth, or adult, 
ia to place the eggs where the young 
that hatch from them will have ac- 
ceaa to a suitable food supply. 
So, if 
it issues in a corn field and finds the 
surroundings unfavorable, it can and 
does fly to a meadow or pasture near­ 
by; thus we have the 
explanation 
why crops planted on stubble grounds 
are not usually troubled with cut­ 
worms. 
There is no real necessity for ex­ 
periencing extensive losses from cut­ 
worms, for it is observed that corn 
or the crops started the first week in 
June are almost invariably free from 
injury. It often happens that the first 
planting of corn put Into the ground 
by the middle of May is entirely tak­ 
en by cutworms, but a second plant­ 
ing, made as soon a t it is known that 
the first Is destroyed, will come, grow 
rapidly, and, if the fall is not too 
early, produce a full crop. 
▲ remedy often given for cutworm# 
In to plow infested fields in the late 
fall after the insects have selected 
winter quarters. 
By this treatment 
the larvae are disturbed and many of 
them exposed to weather and natural 
enemies, and not being able, on ac­ 
count of the cold, to find another safe 
retreat are likely to be killed.
